further attempts description 
may seem unnecessary. The standard 
positions have been detailed Clark 
and various refinements assist de- 
monstrating the third and fourth ven- 
tricles have been dealt with Twin- 
ing.

the interventricular foramen (foramen 
Monro) patent, air will pass freely 
between the lateral ventricles when the 
patient’s head moved from one lateral 
position the other, but the foramen 
may completely, partially, inter- 
mittently occluded lesion its 
vicinity.

one anoher. This technical practice 
resulted from the experience that 
bone was only taken one direction, 
quite frequently fracture was seen, 
and that second view taken right 
angles the direction the previous 
view, showed fracture quite clearly. 
You will note this slide, that the 
antero-posterior direction the fracture 
the lower end the radius not 
visible, whereas the latéral direction, 
distinctly visible. This method 
taking two views bones still re- 
garded many hospitals sufficient 
for routine examination. 


The persistence pain, however, 
following injury bone which 
only two views have been taken, has 
awakened the necessity trying 
find cause for this pain. has 
been our experience that injuries 
bones particularly the region 
joint careful radiographic exam- 
ination necessary and films should 
taken several directions for the 
first examination. This procedure has 
often demonstrated fractures that did 
not show the traditional antero- 
posterior and direct lateral views.

Chairman the Examining Board 

wish submit the following brief re- 

port the year’s work together with few 
comments and suggestions. 


Examinations were held November, 1946, 
and May, 1947. total 150 candidates 
were examined; November and 
May. these 119 passed all subjects; 
failed one more subjects. the 
total number there were nine re-writes; 
these all passed but one who has one more 
chance. 


The greatest number failures were 
Therapy. Next came physics. These facts 
serious consideration. apparent 
from the answers given that many in- 
stances the candidate lacks even ele- 
mentary understanding the nature radia- 
tion, how produced, and the laws govern- 
ing its use. What still more dangerous 
the almost complete ignorance, displayed 
too many concerning the basic 
effects radiation the human body. 
does not seem possible that candidate who 
ignorant the effect x-rays the 
human body can ever safe technician 
the handling x-radiation, even only 
for radiography fluoroscopy. For this 
reason, Chairman the Board, feel very 
strongly that therapy should continue 
included essential part the require- 
ments for all candidates, and believe that 
the other members the board share 
views. candidate must have some under- 
standing the biological effect that limits 
safety radiography shall understood. 


This year your board has passed few 
candidates whose knowledge therapy was 
poor but whose knowledge other subjects 
was good. These are some instances can- 
didates whose training has been obtained 


largely overseas and whose present work does 
not embrace therapy. these extenuating 
circumstances are now over, special con- 
sideration can longer given. 


The task setting and marking examina- 
tion papers has become greater than antici- 
pated, and probably greater than most you 
realize. wish this point express 
deep appreciation the other members 
the board for their co-operation. The routine 
has been better systematized and had not 
been for holiday time interfering you would 
have had the results the May examinations 
ready for publication much earlier date. 


Consideration has been given publishing 
the marks but this seems hardly fair because 
without oral examinations felt that marks 
written papers alone might not al- 
together accurate index the candidate’s 
ability and might used unfairly obtaining 
employment. 


Your board has given much thought 
simplifying the procedure for marking the 
papers order save time. first was 
inclined believe that one examiner might 
mark all the papers but after some experience, 
feel strongly that least three are needed. 
Possibly some thought should given 
having examiners situated closer together but 
that might open some objections. 


with deep regret that find myself 
unable present the Annual Meeting 
this year owing the absence from the city 
radiological confrere, making quite 
impossible for leave this time.

The President—Mr. Welch will present 
paragraph paragraph those sections which 
require your consideration. 

Mr. Welch—Membership Page the 
Constitution, By-Law No. “This cor- 
poration shall consist Honorary Members, 
Member-Societies, and Ordinary Members.” 
suggested that Associate Members 
included. 

was moved Mr. Stirling, seconded 
Mr. Parsons, that section this By-Law, 
amended include admission Associate 
Members, read, approved. Carried. 


That By-Law No. under Membership—2 
“The rights and privileges every member 
and every Member-Society shall not trans- 
ferable” changed read, “The rights and 
privileges every member, Member-Society 
and Associate Member shall not transfer- 
able transmittable his, its own act, 
operation law, and Honorary 
Member Associate Member shall rea- 
son being legally member the Society 
entitled any privileges other than those 
which the By-Laws attach specifically 
that class members.’ 


was moved Mr. Newell, seconded 


Mr. Mel Smith, “That that section read 
approved.” Carried. 


The President—It has been suggested that 
when proposed By-Laws relate one an- 
other they grouped and discussed and 
voted upon group. The Chair feels that 
this procedure avoided and that 
each section should dealt with separately. 


Mr. Welch—By-Law No. Ordinary 
Members, which now reads “Any person en- 
gaged associated with the science 
radiographic technique, who now en- 
gaged radiological technical work,’ 
changed read, “Any person engaged 
radiological technical work shall eligible 
for election ordinary membership the 
corporation provided.” 


The President explained that change was 
proposed the preamble By-Law No. 
and discussion followed concerning that pre- 
amble. 


was moved Miss Shaw, seconded 
Mr. Jackson, that the preamble read 
adopted. Carried. 


The meeting then dealt with Clause (a) 
By-Law No. and following considerable 
discussion was approved, following mo- 
tion Mr. Welch and seconded Mr.

Clause (b), By-law was moved

moved Mr. Newell, and seconded Miss 
Shaw, that Clause (c) By-law which 
reads: “That radiological technician 
actively practising radiological technique 
ethical manner” remain. Carried. 


by-law was then submitted for discus- 
sion concerning the admission Associate 
Members provided for under the new 
By-law This new by-law, designated 
8(a), reads follows: “An Associate Mem- 
ber shall person who engaged the 
commercial field behalf manufacturers 
distributors x-ray equipment and acces- 
sories, such other persons the Board 
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Directors shall from time time nomi- 
nate. Associate Members shall have the 
privilege attending all meetings, discus- 
sions and conferences the corporation but 
shall not have the right vote thereat, ex- 
cept when specifically appointed com- 
mittee the corporation and their right 
vote shall limited voting member 
such committee.” 


was moved Miss Shaw, seconded 
Mr. Johnston, “That the section reference 
Associate Membership, was read, 
approved.” Carried. 


The three clauses the new By-law 
were then discussed order their appear- 
ance. Clause (a) “One Director shall 
nominated the Canadian Medical Associa- 
tion.” Mr. Doern moved its adoption, 
was seconded Mr. Parsons, and was 
approved that the clause adopted read. 
Clause (b) “One Director shall nominated 
the Canadian Association Radiologists.” 
was moved Mr. Mel Smith, seconded 
Mr. Bartlett, that that clause approved. 
Carried. (Clause (c) One Director shall 
nominated each Member-Society.” 
was moved Mr. Stirling, seconded Mr. 
Doern, that this clause approved. Carried. 


Certain clauses under By-law 12, which 
dealt with the officers the Society, were 
then submitted for discussion and are repro- 
duced here order they were dealt with. 
Clause (c) “The President shall one 
the Directors elected under Clause (c) By- 
law and shall elected the Annual 
Meeting the delegates qualified vote 
such meeting and shall hold office for 
term one year only. was moved 
Mr. Gore, seconded Mr. Allan, that 
Clause (c) By-law approved. 
Carried. 

Clause (d) was next dealt with, “The 
Vice-President shall one the Directors 
elected under Clause (c) By-law and 
shall elected the Annual Meeting 
the delegates qualified vote such meet- 
ing and shall hold office for term one 
year only. wah moved Miss Shaw, sec- 
Mr. Cartwright, that that section 
approved. Carried. 

Clause (e) was the next receive atten- 
tion, and following considerable discussion, 
the section finally approved motion 
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Mr. Johnston, seconded Mr. Cartwright, 
reads follows: “The Secretary-Treasurer 
shall appointed the Board Directors.” 


Clause (f) By-law 12, reading fol- 
lows: “The Executive the Board Direc- 
tors shall consist the President, the Vice- 
President, and two other Directors appointed 
the Board Directors” was approved, 
motion Miss Creelman and seconded 
Miss Dodman. 


Mr. Welch then read Clause (b) By- 
law 17, “Casual vacancies occurring among 
the members the Board Directors 
caused retirement, death otherwise, 
may filled resolution the Board 
Directors for the unexpired term the 
Director vacating office, provided that ap- 
pointment shall made from among those 
entitled elected, appointed, ac- 
cordance with By-law 9(c) the vacant 
Directorship, and the event the Presi- 
dent vacating office, the Vice-President shall 
become President and the Board Directors 
shall appoint new Vice-President.” was 
moved Mr. Gore, seconded Miss Shaw, 
that this section approved. Carried. 


Mr. Welch then read By-law 18, “The 
Board Directors shall meet demand 
the President, the Vice-President, 
any two Directors, and meetings shall 
held such place the Board Directors 
may from time time determine, and 
every meeting the Board Directors five 
members shall constitute quorum.” Mr. 
Stirling moved, and Mrs. Anderson seconded, 
that that section approved. Carried. 


By-law was next submitted the mem- 
bership motion Mr. Mel Smith with 
Miss Perron seconding. This section reads 
follows: “Proceedings meeting the 
those present and upon demand any Direc- 
tor, voting shall ballot, and the 
event equality votes, the Chairman 
shall have second, casting, vote.” This 
was approved. 

Mr. Welch then read By-law No. 22, which 
reads follows: “The Annual General Meet- 
ing shall held such time and place 
the Board Directors may from time 
time determine, but not more than fourteen 
months shall elapse between one Annual 
General Meeting and the next.” was moved 
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Miss Creelman, seconded Mr. Cart- 
wright, that this section approved. Car- 
ried. 

By-law No. was next presented, “The 
President, present, shall preside all gen- 
eral meetings the corporation. the ab- 
sence of, the refusal act, the Presi- 
dent, the Vice-President, the senior mem- 
ber the Board Directors present, shall 
preside.” was moved Mr. Stirling, sec- 
onded Mr. Parsons, that By-law 
approved. Carried. 


Next for discussion were those sections 
which have with the property and 
funds the corporation. Considerable dis- 
cussion centred around this problem, and 
finally approved the membership, there 
are five sub-divisions By-law No. 34, 
which covers the various fees. They are 
presented here order their adoption to- 
gether with the names the mover and 
seconder each case. 

Section (a) Miss Shaw, and Mr. Nadeau, 
“The annual subscription for Member- 
Society shall the sum Ten Dollars.” 


Section (b) Mr. Doern, and Miss 
Creelman, deals with members the Cana- 
dian Association Radiologists admitted 
membership this Society, and reads 
follows: “The annual subscription for or- 
dinary members admitted under By-law 
Clause (a) shall Five Dollars.” 


Section (c) Miss Shaw and Mr. Nadeau, 
refers technicians working ethical 
manner and members good standing 
the various Member-Societies and reads 
follows: “The annual subscription for or- 
dinary members under By-law 8(b) shall 
the sum Three Dollars.” 


Section (d) Mr. Doern and Mr. Jackson, 
deals with technicians actively practising ra- 
diological technique ethical manner but 
not necessarily members Member- 
Society, and reads follows: “The annual 
subscription for ordinary members elected 
under By-law 8(c), shall the sum Ten 
Dollars.” 

Section (e) Miss Shaw and Stirling, 
reads follows: “The annual subscription 
for Associate Members elected under By-law 
8(a), shall the sum Five Dollars.” 


was then proposed eliminate from the 
constitution section dealing with officers 


for the founding the Society prior the 
election officers the First Annual Meet- 
ing. 

The motion was made Mel Smith and 
seconded Miss Steski that this clause 
eliminated. Motion carried. 


The question then came the date 
that the proposed changes the Constitu- 
tion would come into effect. The member- 
ship were advised that the completely revised 
Constitution approved them would 
have assembled and submitted the 
Secretary State for approval, and that they 
could not come into effect until that approval 
had been received. was finally moved
